arms as he turns (Fig. 3). Slagle, by 
means .of this twist, actually changes 
his. direction at a right angle, thus pull- 
ing himself away from the tackier. As 
he does so he strikes down with his left 
arm m order to push away the tackler's 
hinds, should ha be that close to him 
(Fig. 4). 
The entire maneuver is made

Critics of Extra—Point System, With. Coach Yost 


Taking Lead, Insist That Action Be Taken 
By Rulemakers; Present System Has Warm 
Defenders, Who Oppose Making Change. 


, CHICAGO^ Nov. 19^-(A. P.)—The kick for an7:extra 


point after touchdown is due for another panning this fall. 


This play has come ih<*for some hard knocks in the past, 


and the fact that several of the most important, gridiron 
contests of the season .were los£ because of the failure, of a 
youngster to boot the' ball over .the cr&ss bar, after his team 
had workrf mightily to score a touchdown, has caused re- 
newed rankling in the breasts of the partisans of the. teams 
who were, in a manner of speaking, the goats of this play. 


. 
Yost Leads Attacking Party. 


Coach Fielding H. Yost led an at- 
tack on the 
try-for-a-polnt-after- 


touchdown, several ^years ago, and 
it is an. odd coincidence that his 
team was beneficiary of this rule 
tn the-terrific struggle' with Ohio 
State last Saturday. Clark of Ohio 
State failed to bump the ball over 
the bar after his team had scored 
a touchdown, giving 
Michigan a 
one-point victory, the score being 
17-16. 
• - 
- 
Another outstanding case of a 
-game In which the one point after 
' touchdown decided the issue was 
that at Los Angeles, where Stan- 
ford nosed outjsouthern California. 
Cornell had a^" one-point 
margin 
over Dartmouth last Saturday and 
there- were other games in which 
the victors ran off the field with a 
victory because of an 
opponent's 
failure to boot the oval between the 
uprights. 


.Claim Out of Proportion. 


Those who, are opposed to this 
play contend that the importance 
of the kick is all out of proportion. 
After a team has battled its way 
donw' the field and lugged the ball 
over the goal line, some football 
men believe it is not right that 
team scoring should be compelled to 
kick a field goal for one little point/ 
which may or may not win or lose 
an important game. 
The proponents of the kick-after- 
touchdowns put',forth good argu- 
ments. One of the stock arguments 
is that this always has been part of 
the 
touchdown play. 
The. rules 
specify that even if time is up and 
a team scores a touchdown, the 
kick following is to be allowed as it 
is a part of the play. 


Kicking Game Would Suffer. 


Also, it is pointed out that the 
kicking game would suffer if this. 
feature of the game, were thrown 
out Field goal kickers of necessi- 
ty must practice for -hours and the 
necessity of booting'the ball after 
the major score encourages this 
phase of the fall sport. 
The present system of 
scoring 
was arrived at with the idea of bal- 
lanping the difference between two 
field 
goals, and 'a 
touchdown, 
coupled with the added point earned 
*by the kick. A touchdown is con- 
sidered the major 
score, and, if 
completed, gives 
seven 
points 
against two fl^ld goals, which count 
six. 


" The contention is advanced that 
a touchdown alone should count 
seven points, a'bolish the kick after 
scoring, and. the balance would still 
be maintained. 


Placement Proper Method. 


Some football experts conted that 
the drop kick is not the ^correct 
method of kicking after touchdown. 
Kicking from placement is consid- 
ered more certain and is almost a. 
sure method of getting the ball over 
the bar.if the kicker,and the play- 
er holding the ball work together 
with the center In long sessions of 
practice. 
..' But the question revei'ts to the 
contention of some followers of the 
sport, which is: Should^ one man be 
responsible for .winning* or losing a 
game after the entire team of elev- 
en men have worked as a unit In 
putting the ball over the goal line.

A warning that America's public 


debt will have to be met by the tax- 
payers of the nation was issued by 
.A\4ltcr W. Plead, president ot the 
First National bank- of Omaha, it: 
an address on "Public Debts" at the 
r.oon luncheon of the Kiwanls Hub 
at the chamber of commerce, Fri- 
day, 
Mr. Head 
reviewed the agree- 
ments made by the United States 
v.-ith foreign nations for the settle- 
ment of their war debts, and said 
"America should not delude itself 
with the thought that the govern- 
ment will depend upon these settle- 
ments to pay its own obligations." 
"Congress has made a study of 


the question," he said, and has de- 
cided that the American war obli- 
gation should be wiped out at the 
end of the twenty-five years. "I 
quite agree with congress," he ad- 
ded. "The American people are the 
most prosperous in the world and 
should wipe out the debt in that 
tune. This is true because \vc were 
not under as heavy indebtedness as 
were some of the foreign nations 
when we entered the world war. 
Our (obligations at that time were 
quite negligible. 


"America ' cannot 
depend 
upon 


the payments of interest and prin- 
cipal on {heir debts that will come 
from foreign countries to wipe out 
our own obligations. , We must pay 
them 
ou-rselves 
notwithstanding 
that we have to meet a govern- 
mental expense of ten billions every 
year and all of which goes wholly 
for administrative purposes. All of 
this, however, is not met through 
taxation, a. great part of it coming 
from the payment of interest and 
principal on wartime investments." 


Need Revision. 


America's settlements with for- 


eign countries for the payment of 
their debts will nave to be revised 
before the final payments are made, 
the speaker said, although he be- 
lieved that the arrangements were 
well made. 
There are Teater thftigs to be 


considered than exacting the. last 
cent on a debt if America is to con- 
tinue its present position as a world 
powery^Mr. Head said. 
"If Amer- 


ica is to continue and bulid the 
great world power that she is des- 
fned to become we must find a. 
place for those things which we do 
not, need. If our people are to con- 
tinue working in the factories and 
our agricultural 
interests are to 


prosper America must keep in mind 
Us world trade. 
It is absolutely 
necessary that we have an outlet 
for our supplies and a place where 
we can purchase those things which 
we are not making ourselves- 
A 


few billions of dollars in connection 
with the settlement of a debt are 
as nothing compared with an oppor- 
tunity to trade with other coun- 
tries." 
The natic-ns which owe America 


war debts have been asked to settle 
on the basis of their ability to pay, 
according to Mr. Head, who pointed 
out that Great Britain, being the 
best able to pay will have paid the 
United States more than eleven bil- 
lions of dollars on its debt of six 
billions; Fra/nce six billions on four 
billions, and Italy and Belgium les- 
ser amounts. France, he declared, 
has not yet accepted the settlement. 
America's future as a world pow- 


er, according to Mr. e Head, rests 
wholly upon the attitude of the peo- 
ple upon problems confronting the 
government. 
"If they continue to 
exercise 
their rights 
as 
voters, 


study the problems of the city, state 
and nation, and then go to the polls

Homes Adjoin. 


The homes of the Adams' broth- 
ers are adjoining. Their friendship 
with the Shelton gang, bitter riv- 
als of the Birgers in the southern 
Illinois feud, is said to have in- 
censed the latter gang against the 
mayor and his brother. 


In the first attack it is believed 


that gangsters had Intended part 
of the machine gun volley for the 
mayor's home but owing to the 
speed the 
cars 
maintained they 
missed the target. 


Today's attack occurred eacly this 


morning. The bomb tore a gaping 
hole in thne front yard, weather 
boarding off the house and prac- 
tically every window'and door in 
the structure was shattered. 


Neighbors Aroused. 


Windows in the houses on both 


sides of the mayor's 
home were 


blown out. Neighbors Hying in the 
vicinity were aroused'1 and ran to 
^the scene. 


A nght watchman said he saw 


the car from which the bomb was 
thrown speeding westward. 
The 


car was traveling at such a rapid 
speed, he said, that he could not 
Identity the occupants or tell the 
number of men in the machine. 


Th^ detonation of the hornb was 


heard more than two miles from 
fV.e town. 


Authorities, speculating on the 


power of the bomb, said it must 
have contained a' large amount of 


dynamite in view of the terrific 


blast that 
occurred. . Had the 


thrower o<" the missile hurled it ten 
feet farther and struck the house 
it is doubtful

would have escaped with

duction.

given offer for a given service, and 
that privilege is what I feel should 
be granted the farmer." 
>Ir. Meredith's proposal is that a 


commission be formed and Charged 
with the duty OC naming minimum 
prices to be guaranteed to the farm- 
er on six major crops during the 
ensuing year. He would have this 
commission made up of thtf secre- 
tary of. labor, the secretary of agri- 
culture, the secretary .of commerce 
jmd four others to be named by the 
president with the 
consent of the 
senate.
